VIENNA, May 14.—After removing Prince Ernst von Star- 
hemberg as Vice-Chancellor of Austria, Chancellor Kurt Schusch- 
nigg’s first act today was to promise Austria’s loyalty to Italy. 
Having thrown the powerful Prince out of the government, the 
scholarly Schuschnigg assured Premier Mussolini Austria re- 
mained Italy’s loyal ally. Their relations are further cemented. 


VIENNA, May 14.—Schol- 
arly Chancellor Kurt Schusch- 
nigg assumed supreme com- 
mand of Austria today after 
a cabinet upset, ousting his 
former ‘‘co-dictator,” Prince 
Ernst Von Starhemberg, and 
other powerful Heimwehr 
(homeguard) elements, from 
the ministry.

WHERE TO SELL 
A royal commi n may be appointed to 
investigate the “wheat-selling problem.” The 
problem of selling wheat in the future—it is to 


be assumed—not in the past 

In which event there is a large and prom- 
ising field for usefulness, to which parliament 
seems less inclined to pay attention than to the 
pros and cons of the wheat-holding policy of 
past years. 

If the commission will leave it to the politi- 
cians to wrangle about what might have been 
versus what has been, and devote itself to hunt- 
up ways and means to get wheat into markets 
where it is not at present wanted, that will be 
a real contribution to the restoration of business 
conditions. 

For whatever reason, the fact is we have not 
been selling as much wheat as we grew even 
in years of drought and rust and grasshoppers. 
Given a bumper crop, the unmarketable sur- 
plus would be paralyzing 

Since the world still eats wheat, and in 
larger quantities than ever before, and since 
wheat is being grown by hot-house methods in 
countries where it cannot be grown economic- 
ally, the outlook for regaining a world demand 
in keeping with our normal production is not 
hopeless. 

But to do that we shall have to persuade 
some countries which now “grow their own" to 
buy our wheat instead, or to grow less and buy 
more. How to induce that change of attitude is 
the real wheat-selling problem

Death has taken toll within the past month 
of several old newspaper colleagues—Harry 
Anderson, who resigned the managing-editor- 
ship of the Toronto Globe to become Inspector

He was going home by 
CN.R. via Prince Rupert. Though it meant 
walking home after the street cars had stop- 
ped, I felt so keen an admiration for “Wings” 
that I went to the office at midnight and wrote 
a half-column or more about him. It started: 
“One of the choice spirits of this generation is 
in our midst today.” That is what he was. 

He complained of being unwell in Toronto, 
for the first time on his many travels. Said he: 
“You've no idea how miserable it is to be sick 
and alone in a big, gorgeous hotel like the Royal 
York, away from home.” 

Home only a day or two with his wife and 
daughter, and he passed out. How enviable 
such a life and such a passing—to live long and 
well, leaving a trail of sunshine and goodwill 
behind you, and then vanish in a moment, in the 
fullness of your life, like a cherry-blossom that 
falls in the moment of fullness.

shipper. I never met a man a more catho- 
lic love of beauty than “Wings” Wilkinson. It 
not only stored |} mind with gems of litera- 
ture, so that he could scatter them broadcast 
on his travels, but he loved beauty in myriad 
ways—the beauty of sleek horseflesh, of fat 
cattle and swine, of woolly sheep, as wel] as 
the beauties of Nature in forest, crag and sea 
Above al!, he had a discerning eye for the 
beauty of human friendship.

Since he left newspaper work, “Wings” man-

Twenty-six crossings of 
the Atlantic did not damp his ardor. He made 
trips to South America, to Australia, New Zea- 
land, severa) trips among the islands of the 
South Seas, trips to Aluska, the Yukon and into 
the Siberian Arctic. Countless thousands of 
miles he toured the continent by car. Even his 
lovely summer home to which he had invited 
me for the month of July, is situated at Dun- 
darave, on the north shore of English Bay. 
Bowered in flowers, from the windows of 
“Wings’” home, he saw the traffic that enters 
and leaves Vancouver harbor—fleets of lovely 
coastal craft carrying passengers to Victoria and 
other places on the Gulf; trim yachts from the 
yachting clubs; fleets of fishing vessels, seiners, 
tvollers and gill-netters with their accompany- 
ing packers; huge freighters like floating ware- 
houses carrying goods to the furthermost parts 
of the world; great white liners, marvels of 
strength and beauty, bringing passengers and 
rich cargoes from Honolulu, Japan, China, 
Manila, Australia and New Zealand

“Wings” got his odd nickname from the days 
when he wrote for the old Vancouver World 
a wonderful series of travel stories, “The World 
Man on the Wing.”

It is said that man 
began in a garden—the Garden of Eden—and 
ever since, he has found life sweetest while liv- 
ing close to the plants and nature Even in 
these modern days when people are living in 
penthouses on tops of skyscrapers some of them 
have gardens, although almost in the clouds. 
Some of these gardens are the most natural 
looking ones in the world, although the shrubs 
have been lifted twenty storeys or more above 
the street. It just shows that no matter how 
far a man gets his feet off of the ground he still 
wants to take a little of good old Mother Earth 
along with him so he can plant a garden in it. 
The dirt for these gardens may cost almost a 
dollar a bucket by the time it has been carried 
to the roof, yet many men are willing to pay 
this high price for it in order to make a little

If you can keep your garden on the ground 
it need not cost much. If you will do most of the 
work yourself, you do not need to spend much 
money on a garden. Anyone can afford a ten- 
cent package of seed, and that is the beginning 
of a garden. Of course, if you wish, you may 
collect rare and costly plants from all over the 
world for your garden, as many millionaires do, 
but that is not necessary to start a garden. In 
just a small space you may start a rock garden, 
vegetable garden, flower garden, or a tiny herb 
garden. You may begin with just a window 
box or a flower pot. 

I do not believe that one can over-emphasize 
the health-building side of a garden. One of 
the best doctors for mind or body is old Mother 
Nature. Often while planting roses in your gar- 
den you will find roses coming in your cheeks.
